The world had very early fallen away from God, 
It followed naturally that a desire for reconciliation 
with the Divine Being should, as time passed on, 
This desire gave 
birth to the idea of a future Messiah or Mediator, 
who should arise and lead man again to the love of 
| his Heavenly Father. Many circumstances concurred 
| to render this idea most vivid among the Jews, of all

And so in course of time, through 
the writings of poets and historians, the Jews came to 


surpass him in power and splendor. 

It was during the various captivities, that the idea 
was most strengthened, as it was calculated to aflord 
the highest consolation, and it was moreover then that 
the great poets appeared, seized hold of it and clothed 
it with all the charms of rhetoric, and the richness of 
Oriental fancy and imagination. ‘This longing had 
become strongest in the time of Augustus, when the 
ancient allies of the Maccabees had become conquer- 
ors and lords of the children of Israel. At this june- 
ture it happened (') that a child was born at Bethle- 
hem, the city of David, and of the lineawe of that 
King. This child very early distinguished himself for 
extraontinary talents and genius. On reaching the 
age of thirty years he became a public teacher, and 
soon collected a circle of scholars and disciples. As 
his teaching was in opposition to the principles of the 
Seribes and the Pharisees, they very naturally arous- 
ed a strong opposition to him, sought every means of

Le Semeur Canadien relates a very good fact to il-

Madam, on entering the church, 
found placed in the middle of the grand aisle, a large 
font filled with water for the ceremony that was 
about to take place. She hastened to fill one of her 
little bottles, which she had taken care to mask in

terest of our anniversary week, Nor is this all; from 
them an influence must go forth and blend itself with 
all the other exercises of the week, and impart to them 
a peculiar richness and variety by a hearttelt sense of 
the presence and interest of God, as the sun in spring 
clothes the natural world with every variety of color, 
and every form of beauty.

“ returned, and with i and cruel 
words drove the rest before him to the goal. Two 
escaped on the Way ; the rest were “led as to 


the slaughter.” On the third day they were 
ed, heavy bail being taken for their appearance, when- 
ever and wherever it should please the authorities to 
determine. 
Information of the capture was conveyed to the 
queen's council; and at the suggestion, 
of archbishop Parker, a commission 
the 27th of April, to Sandys, the bishop of London, 
assisted by several civilians and judges, to “ confer 
with the accused, and to proceed judicially, if the 
case so required.” But a few days elapsed before the 
summonses to appear were issued, and these r 
ple stood criminally arraigned, for worshipping God 
according to their convictions. The court assembled 
in the eonsistory of St. Paul’s: for it wasa case of 
heresy. Besides the commissioners, certain members 
of the Dutch congregation were present as interpret- 
ers,a French preacher, and two aldermen. The 
prisoners first laid before the court a confession of 
their faith. The bishop was not satisfied. He pro 
duced four articles, requiring their subscription ; if 
obstinate in their refusal, they should be burnt alive. 
Such were the instructions he had received. 
“They proposed to us four questions,” says one of 
the prisoners, “ telling us to say yea, or nay :” 
“1. Whether Christ had not taken his flesh and 
blood of the Virgin Mary ?” 
“ We answered: He is the son of the living God.” 
“2. Ought not little children to be baptized ? 
“We answered: Not so; we find it not written in 
holy Scripture.” 
“3. May a Christian serve the office of a magis- 
trate 7” 
“ We answered, That it did not oblige our con- 
siencea; but, as we read, we esteemed it an ordi- 
nance of God.” 
“ +. Whether a Christian, if needs be, may not 
swear?” 
“ We answered, That it also obliged not our con- 
sciences; for Christ has said, in Matthew, Let your 
words be yea, yea; nay, nay. Then we were silent.” 
‘But the bishop said, that our misdeeds therein 
were so great, that we could not enjoy the favor of 
fol. O Lord! avenge it not. He then said to us 
all, that we should be imprisoned in the Marshalsea.” 
Many threats were uttered during the examina- 
tion; they were vexed with subtle questions, and 
urged to recant on perilof a cruel death. That they 
might expect no favor, the bishop sternly informed 
them of the firm determination of the queen and her 
council to compel all strangers to sign a renunciation 
of these articles. The contorming might remain in 
the land, and be free from taxes; but the uncompliant 
should die a trightful death. The prisoners were un- 
moved, and were conveyed to the Marshalsea for the 
testimony of Christ. One young brother, the first 
questioned, was sent into solitary confinement at 
Westininster, for his bold attestation to the truth. 
And now severe trials and temptations beset them. 
Private friendships, the arguments of learned men, 
and the dark background of a tearful death, combin- 
ed to shake their constancy. * Master Joris came to 
us and sci, If we would join the church, that is, the 
Dutch church, our chains should be struck off, and 
our bonds loosed. The bishop, he said, had given him 
command so to do. But we remained steadfast to the 
truth of Jesus Christ. He is indeed our Captain, 
and no other; yea,in Him is all our trust. My dear 
brethren, and sweet sisters, let us bravely persevere 
until we conquer. The Lord will then give us to 


drink of the new wine. O Lord, strenghten our 
faith. As we have received the Lord Jesus Christ, 


let us go forward courageously, trusting in Him.” 

Five, however, yielded to the solicitations of the 

Netherland —_ quailing at the fearful prospect 
set before them. They consented to forego their 
convictions, and subscribe the articles. Notwith- 
standing the bishop's promise, that subscription should 
release them from all pains and penalties, they were 
brought to St. Paul’s Cross on the 25th of May, to 
make a public recantation. Taken in their toils, 
these recovered sheep were not gently lifted on the 
shepherd's shoulders, and brought home with joyful 
shouts, as Christ teaches us the good pastor will do; 
but before many thousands of people, in the church- 
yard of St. Paul's they were set for a gazing stock, 
a fayot bound on each one’s shoulder, as a sign that 
they Were worthy of the fire. At the close of the 
bishop's sermon, their prescribed recantation was read. 
They declared cadens tohave been seduced by 
the spirit of error, and that their renounced opinions 
were damnable and detestable heresies; but that the 
whole doctrine and religion established in England, 
as also that received and practised by the Dutch con- 
gregation in London was sound, true, and according 
to the Word of God. Jt was afterwards repeated in 
the Dutch church, to which they promised to unite; 
and bail taken for the performance of the vow. 
Two several times were the rest taken before their 
inquisitors, and for three weeks endured rigorous im- 
prisonment, the sore chafing of iron fetters, with 
mingled entreaties and threats, to induce them to @ 
renunciation of their faith. On the 11th of May,a 
further commission was issued, to proceed to their 
condemnation. On Whitsun-eve, the 21st, ten wo- 
men and one man were formally condemned to the 
fire, one female shrank from the tnal. A few days 
after the public penance at St. Paul's the remainder 
were again brought up to the bishop’s court, the 
place of Bonner’s savage cruelties in queen Mary’s 
time. Day was just dawning when, bound two and 
two, they entered the place of doom. “ We remem- 
ber the word of the Lord,” says Gerrit van Byler, 
“ When they shall lead you before lords and princes, 
fear not what you shall say, for in that hour # shall be 
queen you, So we trusted in the Lord. The ques 
tions were ayaip proposed, and subscription demand- 
ed; but we said, That we would cleave to the Word 
of the Lord.” 

In the plenitude of royal authority—dare any one 
eall it apostolical? delegated to him, the bishop 
sentenced them to excision from the church of Christ, 
and to death; and formally delivered them to the 
secular arm for punishment. 

Fourteen women and a youth, bound together, 
were led away to Newgate; the remaining five were 
kept in the bishop's custody. And now tor five or 
six days they suffered great anxiety and temptation. 
Oft threatened with a cruel and fiery death, they 
feared from day to day, the hour of their offering up 
was at hand. They were severely treated, and com- 

welled to hear the blasphemies of the vilest criminals. 
ren days thus passed, when on the eve of the first of 
June, about ten o'clock, the goaler, with his officers, 
entered their place of confinement, noted down their 
goods, and bid them prepare to die on the morrow. 
Seeing that their courage, and faith in God remained 
unshaken, he then announced to them, that the queen, 
in her clemency, had commanded a milder penalty— 
banishment. 

In the morning, surrounded by halberdiers, they 
were led by the sheriffs to the water-side, and put 
on board a ship at St. Catherine's. The youth follow- 
ed, tied to a cart’s tail, and was whipped to the place 
of embarkation. Thus the ties of nature were 
severed: some of the poor exiles had to mourn in 
anguish over husbands and fathers, left in the hands 
of their persecutors, for whom yet more cruel severi- 
ties were reserved. The next day, Jane 2d, the five 
men, who remained of this company, were again led 
bound into the consistory. The terrors of the stake 
were vividly set before them; their only escape, sub- 
scription to the articles. They were won, Oz 
were threatened ; it — “Itis a 
matter thus to die,” said Jan Peters with a courageous 
mind, ‘The lushop sharply inquired, “ What does he 
say ?” Peters segliel ‘he bishop listened with some 
moderation, and then stoutly said,“ We must shave 
such heretics, and cut them off,as an evil thing from the 
church.” Said Hendrik Terwoort, “ How canst thou 
cut us off from your church, since we are not of it? 
The bishop, * It was all the same; taere were none 
in England who were not members of the church of 
(iod.” And now were these friends of Christ unjust- 
ly condemned, and led away to Newgate to await the 
day of death. 

Ilere they were strongly secured, heavily ironed, 
and thrown into a deep and noisome den, swarming 
with foul and disgusting vermin. “ Then we thought 
ourselves,” says Byler, “ within one or two days of 
the end, after which we earnestly longes or the prie- 
on Was grievous; but it was not yet ¢ rd’s will. 
After eight days, one of our brethren was released 
death, trusting in God ; his wg Some filled us 
with joy.”

Great indeed must have been the horror their opin- 
ions had inspired, when an English 
ally veeieg Ser dungeon, would lay bis bands upon 
them, and falling upon his knees, cry aloud, “ Sirs, be 
ye converted ;” then, exorcising the devil within 
them, exclaim, “ Hence, depart, thou evil fiend !” 

But exertions of 
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their behalf. Strenuous efforts were made to bring 
their case before the queen. An carnest supplier 
tion, and a confession of their faith on the four articles, 
were prepared ; but the attempt to present them te 
her was met with a siern te rebuke to 
the ladies of her court, who ventured to intrude: on 
the roval prerogative. Keports ot the most unjust 
kind were rumored about; that they disowned Gad 
and Christ, and rejected all government and author. 
ty of weistrates. Her Majesty was not free from 
these IMpAESsiONs, and thes were sedulously fostered 
in her mind, by parties thirsting for innocent bleod 
The bishop was next applied to. A nobleman, Lond 
de Bodley, undertook to plead their cause, and, if 
wesible, move his compassion, A simple confession 
of their fhith was laid before him. But = San- 
dvs refused to interfere. He even demande their 
assent to the doctrine, that a Christian magistrate 
may rightly punish the obstinate heretic with a sword, 
A month's reprieve was, however, granted them, at 
the earnest suit of the venerable martyrologist, John 
Fox. His pious admiration of Marian martyrs was 
shocked at the thought, that the scene of their tr 
umphs would be defiled with the bleed of these 
fanatic and miserable wretches. To roast alive was 
more acconlant to papal practices, he satd, than to 
the custom mt the gospellers. lle theretore ureed 
upon her Majesty the adoption of some other mode of 
unishment. Might not close imprisonment, or 
Leaahiae perpetual hanishment, or burning of the hand, 
or scourging, or even slavery suffice 2? Any or all of 
these would be preterable to death by fire. But not 
one word does her * Father Fox” breathe of tender 
ness for the richts of conscience. He also addressed 
the victims. He labored to persuade thre m to ace 
knowledge their error, and bow to the votce of serip- 
ture; to cease “ to « ultivate eertam ftanatic con ep 
tions, nay, rather deceptions, of their own minds: 
“for it is sufficiently apparent, that for long vou have 
disturbed the church hy your great scandal and of- 
fence.” Te the Lord Chief Justice Monson,one of their 
Indes, he sent a copy of his letters to the queen and 
council, further reprobating the punishment of death. 
The sufferers highly estimated his Kindly wunterter- 
ence; but while thev thanked him for his condescen-

STATE REFORM SCHOOL, 

We have received the fourth annual report of this 
noble institution, and rejoice to gather from its sta- 
tistics that it is doing much that was originally pre- 
dicted of it, though obliged to regret that, fur want of 
accommodation, many applications for the admission 
of boys have been necessarily rejected. At the com- 


~ 
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men of last year, the inmates numbertd 310. 
During the year, 108 were admitted, of whom 94 
have been discharged, leaving 324 in the inatitution 
on the first of December. Of those discharged, 43 
have been indented to different trades; this being 
thought by the Trustees to be the most desirable 
manner of dismission, Twenty of the forty-three 
were indented to farmers, that life being subject to 
the least temptations. — Stubhornness is yet a prevailing 
cause of committals. That, whatever reform may do, 
can only be rooted out by early home training, or 
failing in that, by compulsory attendance on school. 
This offence consists in “ idling about the streets with 
other gad boys;” “drinking liquor, and chewing to- 
haceo ;” “ profanity, lying, and sleeping out ;” “ pilfer- 
ing from parents ;” “ truancy from school and home,” 
and © Sabbath breaking.” ‘This is a sad record of the 
lives of many of the boys sent to the institation. 

Of the 440 committals during the brief existence of 
the Reform School, 363 are natives of the United 
States, 108 are of Irish, 9 of other foreign, and 247 of 
American parentage. We grieve to say that all but 
14 of the natives are children of New England. The 
age of the boys when committed was from 7 to 19, 
averaging 123-4 years. More than 100 boys have 
yone from the school again into society, and the Su- 
perintendent feels encouraged, from the favorable ac- 
counts received, to pursue the work that has been 


commenced. 

From a gleaning of the facts embodied in’ the re- 
port, an idea may be obtained as to the cause of crime 
m the boys committed. For instance, 169 have no 
father, 108 no mother; 194 intemperate fathers, and 
138 fathers without steady employment; 57 intempe- 
rate mothers; 170 fathers, and 45 mothers, who use 
profane language; 145 fathers, and 71 mothers who 
are Sabbath breakers; 227 have been over-indulged, 
and 225 neglected; 367 have been truants from 
school, 207 Sabbath breakers, and 394 addicted to ly- 
ing; 230 used tobacco, 356 were profane, 259 obscene, 
303 attended theatres, 261 slept out, and 169 drank

After the hymn, the Chairman, Mr. Brown, offered 
a few remarks in relation to the success of the Socie- 
tv. It has been in existence more than twenty-five 
years, and its influence has been felt throughout the 
length and breadth of the land, and its power for good 
is EN Se, 

After he concluded, extracts from the annual re- 
port were read by Rev. Dr. Babeock, of Philadel- 
phia. ‘The report gives the total receipts for the year 
as $182,840 48, as follows: From donations and lega- 
cies, $34,807 89; from miscellancous sources, $6,936- 
81; from sales of books and publications, $142,823 78. 

In the expenditures of these contributions, 127 mis- 
sionaries have been employed. They have organized 
or revisited and reviewed 3313 Sunday schools, em- 
bracing 24,359 teachers, and 163,492 scholars, in 24 
different States of the Union. Of these missionaries, 
14 have been employed in the Southern States, 26 in 
the Middle States, 50 in the New England States, and 
the remaining 57 in the Southern and Southwestern 
States. 

A Sabbath School Union, auxiliary to this, has been 
formed, in’ Mareh last, at San Franciseo, California, 
which promises much usefulness.

day, May 28th. Ion. Alpheus Hardy, President, in the 
chair, Kev Mr. Bourne read the annual report. 
1746 boarders had been received at the Home dur- 
ing the year; S38 were destitute men, who had been 
provided for gratuitously. 10,100 boarders had been 
received since October, 1845. $1,012 have been 
paid tor board of destitute seamen since that ume. 

- Rev. J. Spaulding, the Secretary, said that thirty 
years ago, there was but one seamen's church in New 
Kogland. ‘Ten years ago, the first seamen’s chaplain 
the world ever knew, sailed under commission from 
the society for Canton in China. Thirty years ago, 
there was no scamen's boarding house. Now there 
are more than 50 sailors’ homes im the United States. 
In fitting out ships thirty years ago, rum was always 
placed on board with other provision ; now no apirit- 
uous liquor was taken on board for seamen. A much 
milder discipline, too, is now exercised on board of 
ships than prevailed 30 years ago. ‘The observance 
of the Sabbath on board merehant ships was un- 
known thirty years ago, now it has become quite gen- 
eral on board our ships. Hundreds of vessels were
